CATTLEMEN | ASSERT ACT OF 
1878 YET IN FORCE 
The declaration that the act of 


1915 restoring the common law doc- 
trine to fencing in cattle and farm. 
ing regions, did not repeal the act 
of 1878, known as the Byron Waters 
act, insofar as San Bernardino coun- 
ty is concerned, was set up in court 
in San Bernardino yesterday by the 


cattlemen in the heated dispute as to 
whether the ranchers or the cattle 
owners in the region north of the 
mountains must fence, 

The issue was placed before Judge 


Curtis in the suit of Harl Huffman, 
a rancher, against Fred F. Coulter 
and H, T. Miller, cattlemen. The 
rancher seeks a temporary injunce- 
tion containing a court order that 
the cattle owners must keep their 
cattle off the property of Huffman. 


A supreme court decision in a 
Mendocino county case announced 
the old common law doctrine had 
been restored by the act of 1915, and 
under the common law the cattle 


owner must see to it that his cattle 
do not enter on property not owned 
by him. Under the act Ofg1878 it was 
specifically provided that in San Ber 
nardino county, north of the moun- 


tains, the ranchers must fence 
against the cattle That this act 
was not repealed by the legislation 
of 1915, and that therefore the legis- 
lation of 1878 and 1915 must be read 


together, was the contention advanc- 
ed yesterday by Attorneys Swing & 


Wilson, representing the cattle own- 
ers, and because of the specific ex. 
emption of the portion of San Ber- 
nardino county north of the moun- 
tains mentioned in the 1878 act, the 
cattle owners in that section are not

The course of 
study then for the seventh and 
eighth grades can be outlined by thé 
high school board. . Under the pres- 
ent system the grammar school 
courses of study are entirely in the 
hands of the County Board of Edu- 
cation, The organization of an in 
termediate school makes it possible 
to have a much better school sys- 
tem with departmental work and it 
makes it possible to rule out of

“well done, good and faithful serv- 
ant!” Last winter, at his post of 
duty, he was stricken with a chill. 
Pneumonia followed. Even, then he 
begged that he might dress and re- 
turn to his duties. And his big em- 
ployer—the American people—what 
generous provision and tender care 
did it give to this oldest employee 
who had always ‘sacrificed his per- 
sonal interest for the public’? The 
man had not yet taken his annual 
vacation of fifteen days. His ab- 
sence now from his post of duty was 
charged against his vacation. In fif- 
teen days all his ‘vacation’ was 
gone and his salary stopped. For three 
days, as he lay on his death-bed, his 
pay was deducted. Then death 
came, and he went to receive the 
“well done” from One whose words 
are backed with eternal reward. But 
on earth, where he had toiled so 
long, the praise given him was 
empty. No allowance for sickness; 
no allowance for burial; nothing for 
his family; his meager salary docked 
after aeventy years of, faithful jserv- 
ice, What an employer: 

You can hardly believe it? You 
think it must have been an accident, 
quite unusual in the service of the 
United States postoffice? You say 
such a thing could not be tolerated 
by the American people? It is not 
unusual, except for the man’s extreme 
age. It is tolerated by the American 
people—by YOU and by US—to our 
shame. Our postal laws, until we 
change them, treat all employees, 
high and low, letter-carrier, porter, 
clerk, and superintendent, in the most 
niggardly way. They work night and 
day, often in unwholesome quarters 
and under severe strain. Their minds 
are crowded with the endless de- 
tails of an exacting system. Their 
bodies are racked and worn by harsh 
conditions and cruel burdens, and 
they are the lowest-paid free workers 
in the United States. It 1s time for 
us all to know the facts and to see 
that quick justice is done. 

Congress has been looking into 
these facts, but congress is not the 
“big employer” against whom the pro- 
phet Malachi thunders when he 
threatens swift judgment for “those 
that oppress the hireling in his wag- 
es.” The bitter protests poured out 
to the committee of congress musi 
ring in OUR ears and rouse us to 
action. Crowding the expertence ot 
thousands into a single sentence, 
a letter-carrier from Camden, N. J., 
exclaimed: “If you men really knew 
the. want, and distress, and sorrow, 
and trouble that reach into the life 
of the poor letter-carrier, you would 
be up at night trying to find a 
remedy,” 

From every city and village of this 
great rich country and from every 
branch of the postal service have 
come these protests and appeals for 
fair play: “We are not able to pro- 
vide our families with the necessities 


of life’ . . . “Our wives and our 
children have to go to work in order 
to exist” . . . “If you compel 


men to be ill-fed and undernourished 
because of insufficient salary, it will 
have a far-reaching effect on the 
coming generation.” . .. “We 
bought Liberty Bonds to help the 
government and had to sell them at 
a loss to buy fuod.” 

Can we hear such things from the 
men who are working for US and not 
tingle with shame and indignation? 
Can we rest .asily and take our own 
pleasure and comfort until we have 
first done all in our power for quick 
relief? 

Consider the kind of man our post- 
office demands as clerk. His work is 
Lighly special'zead and complex; he 
must be skilled by long and _ inten- 
sive training and study, memorizing 
thousands of facts, intricate systems 
of classifications, and many methods 
used in banking, insurance, and com 
mercial business. He must be fam- 
iliar with the postal laws and regn- 
lations fillng a volume of 1700 9s2%e- 





profit. It is one of the most highly 
specialized and responsible organi- 
zations in modern industry, the cen- 
ter of innumerable activities on which 
the progress and prosperity of the 
entire nation depend. Its banking and 
financial transactions last year alone 
totaled more than $672,000,000. The 


concern, with its great central of- 
fice covering two city blocks, its fifty 
branch offices, its 250 sub-stations, 
and fourteen thousand employees, re- 
quires supreme managerial abilities 
on the part of its department chiefs. 
They would be receiving salaries of 
$25,000 to $75,000 for such official 
services in big commercial organiza- 
tions. Yet the highest salary paid 
to the “big four’ superintendents at 
the head of the four main depart- 
ments of the great New York post- 
office is only $3360 a year, or less 
than $65 a week, and not one of 
these men attained his position in 
less than twenty-seven years’ service 
The superintendent of the great rail- 
way terminal posta), stations receive 
Téss than $46 ‘to’ "$56'a week ‘after 
serving an average of thirty-five years 
each! And we pay more than that 
to longshoremen and window-cleaners 
and drivers of milk-wagons! 


We are doing more than this act 
of cruel injustice to the 280,000 pos- 
tal employees of the country. We are 
bringing a serious menace to our 
own interests. The postal service is 
bejtig crippled by wholesale resigna- 
tions. It is becoming impossible to 
induce competent men or women to 
fill the vacancies. In the New York 
postoffice alone more than five hun- 
dred resignations have occurred with- 
in five months. False economy is 
destroying all efficiency.and threaten- 
ing a collapse of the service. Time 
an energy that ought to be given to 
handling the mail is diverted to in- 
structing and managing a shifting, 
dissatisfied organization. The same 
thing is true of the country. Our in- 
difference and neglect as the “big 
employer” of the postoffice workers 
is recoiling on our.own heads. 


The Literary Digest has made a 
thorough investigation of the facts 
and is making this brief, urgent state- 
ment to its more ‘than two million 
readers because many times they 
have responded nobly to appeals for 
worthy action as Americans, and 
now is a time for such action. Con- 
gress is not to blame for the evisting 
conditions. The men now sitting in 
the Capitol at Washington are human 
beings like the rest of us. They 
have warm hearts and ready sym- 
pathy and as keen a sense of justice 
as any American citizen can have. 
The blame and the shame for this

LIGHT NOW PLACED ON MAP 


Uncle Sam Officially Recognizes Bea- 
con Designed te Commemorate 
the Titanic Disaster. 








After seven years the “tute” light 
in the lighthouse on the roof of the 
Seamen’s church institute has obtain- 
ed official recognition on the govern- 
ment_charts of New York horbor. For 
years this green beacon was ignored. 
Later it was recorded as a “fixed 
point.” Now it is marked with a star 
on maps. 

The lighthouse was erected to com- 
memorate the heroes of the greatest 
marine disaSter in the modern world, 
the sinking of the steamship Titanic 
off Newfoundland April 15, 1912. The 
lighthouse was dedicated on the first 
anniversary of the disaster as a me 
morial created by public subscription 
and the work of prominent women. 
The light called “tute” by seamen, 
soon was guiding pilots who, as they 
“turned the Hook” 15 miles or more 
away, might make out the green and 
brilliant star supplied by the 7,500 
candle power of three Cooper Hewitt 
quartz electric lamps 211 feet above 
the city streets. This green light on 
the starboard especially provided an 
excellent range for vessels making 
their way to the East river. 

The lighthouse also has carried 
since November 1, 1913, a time ball 
4 feet in diameter which drops each 
day at “standard mean” noon, when, 
as ’Arry remarks to Bill down in “the 
slip,” “she’s jes 5 er’clock in Lunnin.” 





“MAXIM SILENCER” FOR SHIPS 
it te Claimed They Will Absolutely 
Do Away With Noise Made 
by the Motors. 

Eight ships now sailing the Pacific 
Ocean are equipped with great 
silencers, weighing 8,000 pounds each, 
the invention of Hiram Percy Maxim, 
famous as the inventor of the gun 
silencer bearing his name. If success- 
ful, this newest “Maxim silencer” may 
stimulate the tendency toward general 
substitution of the speedier, more 
economical, oil-burning vessels driven 
by the super-powerful engines of the 
Diesel type, for the present-day 

steamers. 

“The motor-driven ship is the ship 
of the future,” Mr. Maxim said recent- 
ly. * * * “However, in the past 
there has been one great disadvant- 
age, the terrific noise of the motors. 
The new silencer we expect will solve 
that problem.” 

Mr. Maxim said that, inasmuch as 
his patents have not been issued, he 
cannot disclose tle construction of his 
new invention. However, in general 
principle it {s not unlike other Maxim 
silencers, depending on accomplishing 
its work by absorbing the recoil and 
hence silencing the terrific exhaust. 
Mr. Maxim says it is not dissimilar in 
design to the smaller Maxim silencers 
on the market for several years for 
use on motor and power boats. 


WILL SIFT ANCIENT MOUNDS 


Archeologists Pian Most Thorough 
Examination of Structures at 
Camp Sherman, in Ohio. 
Excavations of seven prehistoric 
mounds at Camp Sherman will be 
started by Dr. William C. Mills, cura- 
tor of the Ohio State Archeological 
and Historical society. The farm on 
which the mounds ere situated was 
one of those condemned and purchased 
by the government for Camp Sherman. 
The only examination ever made of 
the mounds was by Squier and Davis 
in 1846. Relics they uncovered were 
purchased by the Blackmore museum, 

Salisbury, England, for $10,000. 

Squier and Davis were responsible 
for the conclusion that the mounds 
were built by a distinct race, known as 
“Mound Builders.” This theory is vig- 
orously contested by Doctor Mills and 
other noted archeologists. They say 
there is conclusive evidence that the 
mounds were built by American In- 
dians of the Algonquin family. Squier 
and Davis, in their examination of 
the mounds, merely tunneled several 
of the mounds. Doctor Mills will com- 
pletely tear them down sifting a great 
part of the dirt through screens. There 
are 23 mounds in the group. Some al- 
ready have been excavated by Doctor 
Mills. One was found to contain 138 
skeletons and 12,000 specimens of flint, 
copper and pottery implements and 
vessels. ! 


Forest Airmen’s Records. 

Forest fire patrol performed by the 
air service of the war department, 
with its personnel and equipment, and 
at the expense of that organization in 
three months uninterruptel service 
made 745 flights, covering 92,605 miles, 
says the American Forestry Magazine 
of Washington. Many fires were dis- 
covered, located, and reported. Six 
patrol routes. covering national for- 
est areas of high value were followed, 
and twice each day six airplanes cov- 
ered the better part of 9,000,000 acres 
of rough, mountainous, heavily tim- 
bered country. The average nonstop 
run was 160 miles; the average round 
trip, 320 miles. 





Heart Expels Bullets. 

During the war surgeons did some 
extraordinary operations on the heart. 
An account of these and of the tech- 
nique is given by Sir Charles Ballance, 
consulting surgeon of St. Thomas’ hos- 
pital, London, in the Lancet. An in 
teresting fact related by him is that 
bullets that penetrated the heart were 
often expelled through the aorta with 
the blood and were found at remote 
parts of the body where they had 
stuck in an artery.

Beneath the bark of the tree are 
resimsecreting cells, whose output ts
